EAL officials met with the crew 
in an effort to determine why the 
No. 3 engine threw its propellor 
and damaged the ship to the ex- 
tent that the pilot radioed he 
might have to “ditch” at sea. 

The message from the crippled 
craft put into motion a great res- 
cue effort which was gathering 
force when word came that the 
plane had landed safely. 

Flight Attendant Gilbert Paul 
Folz, of Evansville, Ind., was 
killed by a piece of the whirling 
propellor as he worked in the 
galley. 

The job of nursing the craft to 
a safe landing was handled by 
Pilot W. E. Johnson and Capt.

Southern Voices 
Have a Word to Say 


On Saturday afternoon a telegram was de 
livered to press agencies and to the Southern 
Governor’s Conference in Tallahassee, Fla. 

It read as follows: ; 

“Surely the statesmanlike thing for the South to do in the civil 
rights controversy is to declare an honest intention to provide speed- 
ily the fundamental civil rights which the nation and thg world 
expect from us. : 

“These include protection from physical violence, the right to 
cit‘zenship, including service on juries, equality of opportunity dn 
education, health, housing and travel, and persistent efforts to get 
fair play in private employment. This should also include access 
to State and local administrative employment in at least the degree 
of fairness shown in this regard by Southern offices of federal 
agencies. If the Governors speak responsibly to this effect the 
nation will gladly let the South implement these rights itself. More, 
the nation will help with funds. 

“That way lies sound progress. The other, nothing but bitter- 
ness. We of all peoples understand the lesson of history on this 
sort of thing. Responsible citizenship can do no less than this...” 

It was signed by George S. Mitchell, executive director of the 
Southern Regional Council. (This is not to be confused in any de- 
gree or manner with the largely discredited radical and unaccepted 
Southern Conference for Human Welfare. It is an interracial 
organization, including Southern Negro leaders from Virginia 
through Texas, as well as white progressives of church, business 
and professional life in the South.) 


This was not a Northern voice. It was of, by and for 


Southern the South. 


The Southern Negro leaders who back this statement will be 


| assailed by the radicals in the South, and, more especially, in the 


North. It will be attacked by Walter White, of the NCAACP, and 


by Henry Wallace’s party. . 
Note that it does NOT ask for an end to segregation. 
Note that it does NOT ask for an FEPC. It asks for a fair oppor- 

tunity.. 

Note that it makes NO mention of anti-lynch legislation by the 

Federal Congress. 


Consider all these facts. Let us consider them honestly and well. 


What will the answer of the South be to this? It is 
importaht that every honest Southerner think on these. 

I would like to see those who have been most violent in their 
attack on the Truman, Republican and Wallace proposals speak up 


on this. 
How shall we treat it—this Southern answer to Mr. Truman? 


Obiections There are perfectly valid objections to the pro- 
J posals by the President in the field of civil rights. 
There are constitutional objections and objections in principle. 

There also are practical objections. : 

There is also the objection that the interest of 
the so-called “rights” is political and not moral. 

I have honestly opposed them and will continue to do so. I have 
especially opposed thé FEPC bill. 

Yet I cannot live with myself and refuse to discuss the central 
point in issue. 

There is no great plot against us. History is pressing in on us. 
The tides that run with such violence in Indochina, in India, in the 
Middle East, in all the world, for that matter, wash our shores. 

The immediate abolition of segregation and a compulsory em- 
ployment bill have now become the public policy of both major 
political parties and of the third (Wallace) party. These we op- 
pose. 
Yet let us note that this actually affects the South—and only 
the South—in that only in the South would traditional social and 
economic patterns be broken; only in the South would force and 
revolution replace evolutionary progress.

We cannot always make negative answers. 
We must answer the.radicals with good faith, 
not merely angry protests. 

The South talks much about white supremacy and the 
nant race. 

Let the dominant race admit, then, that to justify our traditional 
pattern of segregation we must be fair and honest. 

Let us admit that, with a few exceptions, we restrict Negro 
employment to the least rewarding fields of work. This denial is 
based entirely on prejudice. 

Let us admit that while lynchings have almost disappeared, the 
Negro does not receive full and equal justice. There are many kinds 
of lynchings, some mental. 

Let us admit that our failure to provide equal educational oppor- 
tunity is in the national spotlight of Supreme Court decisions. 

We, the dominam race, have repeatedly insisted we want to be 
fair to the Negro. 

Let us admit that the record shows we have not. 

Have we been willing to give him a fair share of our municl- 
pal funds? 

Let every city that has discussed, most righteously, the need for 
Negro parks and playgrounds, ask what has been done. 

We Southerners who have lived with this problem from birth will 
not surrender to revolutionary legislation by President Truman, 
Republicans, Henry Wallace or anyone else. 

We will fight it. But we will fail if we do not see that the best 
weapons we have for fighting are not political secession, but honest 
and just action. 

We can give to the Negro a right to work, without FEPC, which 
we will not accept. We can give him education and political rights. 

We must do this not because we have to, but because only in 
this manner can we justify the principle of segregation to which we 
are committed.

Continuing yesterday’s remarks about the 
coming development of Africa: 

The most highly developed, in the meaning 
0. modern civilization, cities and scientific farming, than any other 
portion of Africa is the Union of South Africa. This, as you know, 
is one of the independent nations in the British Commonwealth. 

Just to refurbish your old geography lessons, recall that the 
total area of the Union of South Africa is approximately twice that 
of Texas. About eight times as big as Georgia. : 

There are four states in the Union. Cape Colony, Natal, Trans- 
vaal and Orange Free State. The Union was created of four 
original colonies in 1910, . 

Politics, I have been told, is heated in South Africa. The main 
political division is between the pro- and anti-Britishers. Most of 
the antis are the descendants of the Boers, the Dutch settlers who 
fought a couple of wars with Britain, the latest around the turn 


o. the century. 
Development is‘ not a new thing in South Africa. She has been 


progressing at great speed for years. 

It is reported that, between 1939 and 1945, South Africa doubled 
her exports of coal, trebled her exports of diamonds and almost 
quadrupled her exports of asbestos. The demands of a world war 
undoubtedly accelerated these exports. 

Within five years, 12 new gold mines will be put in operation 
in South Africa. And recently, they have discovered large deposits 
of uranium, the stuff so vital in atomic fission.

: *1 There is a substantial output of oil in South 
Gasoline and Oil Africa. New plants, now being built, will 
refine 70,000,000 gallons of gasoline per annum, That is enough for 
much motorized transportation. 

Already South Africa produces a substantial amount of steel. 
But that she needs, or can‘use, more is evidenced by the building— 
now under construction—of new plants with a capacity of between 
350,000 and 380,000 tons. f° 

These are only the basic, big developments. There is a steady 
increase in industrial plants. Also, marking a post-war resurgence, 
there is much work underway in the modernization and retooling 
of existing plants. 

South Africa contains some of the richest farming land in all 
the world. Her cattle are famous, fattened on pastures rich in 
fodder, gently rolling in contour. 

The diamond mines of Kimberley constitute the greatest source 
of diamonds in the world. And do not think that the diamonds 
which go into engagement rings and ornaments of the women of 
wealth constitute the principle market for these glittering bits 
of carbon. 


- : We all know that, in many areas, man 
Wise Conservation has acted as a destructive vandal in his 
unthinking exploitation of the wealth in the lands and the forests 
and the streams of North America. Too many of our areas are 
today eroded, stripped of topsoil, denuded of trees, left only 
potential or actual, dustbow!s. 

My infofmants tell me that South Africa has profited by our 
example and is not repeating the mistakes we made. 

Her vast farming acres are being protected. Her game animals 
are saved from indiscriminate slaughter.

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Wide-Open Break in the CIO 


WASHINGTON—As one of the curious by-products of Henry 
A. Wallace’s dreary crusade, the battle within the CIO, which has 
long been simmering none too gently, is now in the process of boil 
ing over. The signal for all-out, eye-gouging, shin-kicking warfare 
between CIO’s pro-Communist and anti-Communist wings is pre 
vided by the resignation of CIO Counsel Lee Pressman. 

Pressman, who has been the friend at court of the CIO’s “left 
wing,” was the symbol of the facade of unity which CIO President 
Philip Murray has until recently been desperately struggling te 
maintain while Pressman kept his post at. national headquarters. 
All-out, public battle was avoided. Murray ‘has kept the CIO to 
gether by means of bailing wire, sticking plaster, and a series of 
compromises. But the Pressman resignation is the culmination of 
a process which has been greatly accelerated in recent months. It 
means that the split in the CIO between the Communists and the 
great non-Communist majority is now unbridgeable. Thus there

The Communists in the CIO 
have in the past been willing to go to considerable lengths to main- 
tain fheir toe-hold in the American labor movement, even on oc 
casion solemnly denouncing themselves in the interests of peace, 
But the Wallace campaign involves the foreign policy of the Soviet 
Union, and that is one area in which compromise by the Commu 
nists is not possible. Thus when Murray some weeks ago spoke 
in support of the Marshall Plan on a State Department broadcast, 
he suddenly ceased to be “our great leader” in the pages of 
Daily Worker.” And when he attempted to swing the whole 
away from Wallace, the leaders of the CIO’s Communist-dominated 
unions for the first time publicly defied the CIO President. 


The battle is now joined, and Pressman’s departure is a signal 
that no quarter will be asked or granted. Moreover Murray, & 
born compromiser but also capable of some very punishing in- 
fighting, has been forced out of his place above the battle and into 
the leadership of the CIO’s non-Communist majority. The battle’s 
outcome will depend on the lengths to which Murray is willing to go. 


Fronts Already Murray has initiated an offensive on two fronts. 

First, he has cleaned the Communist influence entirely 
out of CIO national headquarters, and he is moving to do likewise 
on the lower echelons, particularly on the industrial union councils 
in such cities as Cleveland, Los Angeles and New York, won 
he is starting the herculean labor of cleaning out the Poli 
Action Committee,-in which the ineffectual non-Communist Jack 
Kroll has been increasingly surrounded by party-liners. 

The key question, however (and it is being anxiously asked 
among adherents of both sides of the struggle) is whether Murray 
will take the third essential step. That step is to carry the fight 
into the Communist-dominated unions themselves, and especially 
the strategically placed United Electrical Workers, third biggest 


union in the CIO. 


Tou h To unseat the Communist satraps in such unions as the 
g Electrical Workers would be enormously difficult. Com- 
munist control of unions in which they have become thoroughly 
established is patterned precisely after that of such political bosses 
as Mayor Frank Hague, of Jersey City, and it is equally effective, 
Yet there have been signs that this control is essentially brittle. 
For example, when the New Jersey State CIO Convention passed @ 
resolution banning Communist officers, the delegates of the Com- 
munist-run locals walked out. But subsequently a rank-and-file 
meeting of the biggest local in New Jersey (the Camden local of 
the Electrical Workers) was called, and very heavily attended. The 
meeting overwhelmingly rejected the action of its officers. 

Vet such sporadic revolts against Communist rule are like un- 
planned uprisings in a conquered country. They are futile unless 
they are organized, directed and financed from the outside. Thus, 
if Murray is ever really to win the battle which has now been 
joined, he will have to put the whole weight of the national CIO, 
of his own prestige, behind a concerted, well-financed attack to 
break the Communist hold on such unions as the Electrical Workers. 
There is some reason to believe that he is now preparing to do just

The Distillers Just Needed a Drink 


WASHINGTON—You want to know how to torture a whiskey distiller? Listen: 

“I read an article last night entitled ‘Bread or Booze’,” began Sen. A. Willis Robertson, of Virginia. 
~ It said the whiskey business consumed 67,000,000 bushels of grain last year, or the equivalent of 
4,500,000,000 loaves of bread. Are those figures correct?” 


A whole roomful of whiskey makers squirmed. 
But the Senator was asl-ing his question of Prof. 
Arthur E. Burns, representing the Publicker In- 
dustries, Inc., of Philadelphia, a firm that claims 
ft isn’t getting its fair share of grain. The pro- 
fessor didn’t know about the bread. 

He said if the figures came’from the Agricul- 
ture Department they ought to be right. 

“How many slices are there in a 
bread?” Sen. Robertson continued. 

“It all depends on who slices it,” interrupted 
Sen. Ralph E. Flanders, of Vermont. Sen. Rob- 
ertson said he was serious. How many slices? 

Prof. Burns, who teaches at George Washing- 
ton University and works for the distillers on the 
side, said he supposed about 25. 

“All right, then,” said Sen. Robertson. “You 
ere an economist, ahd a statistician. How many 
slices?” 


The poor professor got out his gold-plated 
pencil. He put down a row of zeros and 
plaintively he asked, please, if he could use

In the second place, the Rizley Bill would pro- 
hibit the FPC, in ng or regulating rates, 
from investigating and considering costs of gath- 
ering and processing natural gas and its sale in 
interstate commerce. This practice was upheld 
im a recent Supreme Court decision as a proper 
function in regulating rates in the public interest. 

The danger of enactment of the bill is greater 
mow than before because of a curious change of 
front in the FPC. Though the Commission was 
unanimously opposed to the Rizley Bill last ses- 
sion, two of its members now are recommending 
amendments to the Natural Gas Act which have 
been described in public hearings before the Com-
